President Wilson nominated Arthm 
Yagsr, 'of Kentucky, the president ol 
Georgetown college, to b# governor o) 
Porto Rico. 


William Sulzer is no longer governor 
of New York. 
The high court of im­ 
peachment in Albany, by a vote of 43 
Do 12, removed him from office. Sena­ 
tor Wende and Judge Cullen excused 
themselves from voting. 


The proposition to disqualify Sulzer 
from ever again holding a place of 
honor or trust in the state was voted 
down unanimously, with the exception 
that Judge Cullen again excused him­ 
self from recording his vote. 


Prior to the vote on his disqualifica­ 
tion and removal the last four articles 
of the impeachment charges, five, six, 
seven and eight, were unanimously de­ 
cided in his favor. 


Martin H. Glynn, of Albany, the act­ 
ing governor, became governor; Rob­ 
ert F. Wagner, of New York, majority 
leader c# i*e senate, became lieuten­ 
ant governor. 


Glynn was sworn In, Judge Cullen 
administering the oath of office. 


No offioial notice of removal was 
given Sulzer. A record of the decision 
of the court was filed with the secre­ 
tary of state, thus complying with all 
the legal requirements to remove the 
governor. 


Pale and haggard, Sulzer sat in the 
executive mansion awaiting Impatient­ 
ly the vote of the high court wfhich 
stripped from him the robes of his 
office of governor and made him Wil­ 
liam Sulzer', private citizen. 


He has announced to friends that 
“the fight has just begun,” and de­ 
clares he will continue the battle for 
vindication, carrying his cause before 
the people, who he believes are still 
with him despite the verdict given by 
the impeachment court. 1 


After 
the 
proceedings Mr. Sulzer 
would see only a few personal friends. 
Friends who were with him when he 
received the news of the verdict said 
that he appeared to be relieved that 
the suspense was over. 
Mrs. Sulzer, 
who has been hysterical at times in 
the last week, was also said to have 
brightened perceptibly. 


Everything at the executive man­ 
sion is in* readiness for the Sulzer’s

departure. They will leave Albany on 
Sunday afternoon not to return. Their 
immediate 
destination, it was said, 
would be some quiet hotel, probably in 
the Adirondacks, for a few days. 


Where they jvill make their future 
home they have not decided, but Mrs.

418 Men Killed In Welsh Mine, 
More than 4uu Welsh miners per­ 
ished, it is believed, fropi fire and 
afterdamp in the Universal colliery 
near Cardiff, Wales. A terrible explo­ 
sion shattered the works sortly after 
931 men had descended into the pit. 


About 5UQ were brought to the sur­ 
face alive by rescue parties. The res­ 
cued miners, the members of the life- 
saving gangs and the officials of the 
mine declared that they could hold out 
no hope for the miners still below. 


The 
men brought to the surface 
were found on the east side of the 
mine, where the ventilation remained 
fairly good. On the we»t side, where 
the explosion occurred, fire soon added 
its terror^ and the rescue parties were 
unable to make any progress. 


All the men in the east side of the 
mine reached the surface, but 418 were 
still in the workings in the west side, 
which were on lire. Colonel Pearson, 
chief Inspector of mines, in giving this 
information, added: “The fire is in the 
Intake airway and everything is being 
ione to cope with it. We are hoping 
to the last.”

Stroll Reveals Gastly Murder. 


One of the most brutal murders in 
the history of Bridgeton, N. J., camo 
to light when George GengQs. while 
he was strolling through a A im p of 
woods at East Bridgeton, found the 
body of Tom Green, about twenty-five 
years old, the face battered almost be­ 
yond recognition. 


A five-foot iron lying near was the 
murderer’s weapon. 
He had crushed 
Green’s skull. 
One side of the dead 
man’s face was pounded to a pulp and 
one ear torn off. 
Thore were cuts on 
the face, which the officials declare, 
must have been made with a knife. It 
may be taht there were two assailants, 
one armed with the iron bar, the other 
with a knife. 


Coroner Simpson, County Physician 
Charlesworth, Prosecutor Fithian and 
Detective Lore are at work on the 
case. As a result three colored men, 
Arthur and W alter Reed and Irving 
Carter are in custody. The wives of 
two of the men are also detained. The 
murder may have been caused by a 
woman. 


Detective Lore and a brother of the 
murdered man have gone to Millville 
seeking an Italian, whom the brother 
has reasons to suspect. 
It Is said he 
was with the murdered man until late 
Saturday 
night.

Physician 
Charlesworth 
says the murder was 
committed only a few hours before the 
body was found.

AIRSHIP EXPLODES 


Berman Dirigible rook 
Firt 


While Up 900 Feet 


Fire Sweeps Heart of Mahanoy City. 
Fire In the heart of Mahanoy City, 
Pa., caused a loss estimated at J250,- 
000. 


The Kaier Opera House, on the cor­ 
ner of Main and W ater streets, and a 
number of business places were de­ 
stroyed. 


The Kaier estate alonp will suffer 
a loss of at least $150,000. Its buildings 
destroyed are: The Kaier Oera House, 
$75,000; saloon and dwelling of Loo 
Valenetti; saloon and dwelling of John 
Glabnis. 


A loud explosion gave first notice ot 
the fire in the opera house, and flames 
wrere found to be eating through the 
material in the fly balcony. 


The entire fire department of the 
city was called, but its efforts were 
ineffective. 
High 
winds fanned the 
flames and they spread through the 
structure and soon it was a furnace. 
Three of the walls fell, the rear wall 
crushing the frame wheelwright shop 
and smithy. A side wall crumbled next, 
shattering the rear end of - a frame 
dwelling. Then the front wall fell. 


The Philadelphia & Reading Coal 
and Iron office building checked the 
flames. Three companies of the Shen­ 
andoah fire department came early to 
aid. Two collieries near the city sus­ 
pended operations and workmen with 
mine flre fighting apparatus lent valu­ 
able assistance. 


25 U. 0. S¿Idlers Killed in Wreck 
Twenty-five enlisted men from Fort 
Morgan, Ala,, were killed and more 
than 100 were injured, when the cars 
of a special train in which they were 
traveling went into a deep ravine off 
the Buckatonna 
trestle, sixty miles 
north of Mobile, Ala, 


The soldiers were enroute to Meri­ 
dian, Miss., to give an exhibition at 
the Alabama-MIssissippi 
state 
fair. 
None of the officers in tlie train were 
hurt, 


A telegram sent to Major Burgess, 
in command of 
Fort Morgan, statea 
that several bodies wore pinned under 
the wrecked cars and that the wreck­ 
ing crews, with the aid of the soldiers 
who escaped unhurt, made desperate 
efforts to get them out, 


The newest and largest of the Zep­ 
pelin war airships, the LrII.# wa« de­ 
stroyed in mid-aid by an explosion 
near Berlin. 


All except one of the twenty-eight 
military and naval men on board, in­ 
cluding the 
engine admiralty trial 
board, were killed. 


Shortly after the disaster 
to 
the 
navy aviation men came news that 
three army officers belonging to the 
flying corps were killed in aeroplane 
accidents. 


The disaster to the Lrll. occurred 
just above the main street of the city 
of Johannlsthal while the big dirigible, 
500 feet long, was making a trial trip 
preliminary to its acceptance as the 
flagship of the new 
German aerial 
navy. 
The shattered hulk of the air­ 
ship, a mass of blazing canvass and 
crumpled aluminum, dropped 900 feet 
Into the public highway. 


Hundreds of persons, who had been 
watching the fl*ight from parks and 
housetops, rushed to the scene. There 
was nothing to be done except to take 
out the bodies of the victims from the 
mass of twisted wreckage. 


Lieutenant Baron von Bleul, of the 
Queen Augusta Grenadier Guards, who 
was making the trip as a guest, was. 
the only survivor of the wreck. 
He 
was badly injured, and his condition is 
critical. 
Many of the bodies were so 
burned and mangled as to be unrecog 
nizable. 


The dirigible, just before she left the 
balloon hall, at Johannlsthal, took on 
board her regular naval crew and a 
number of officers. She headed for Ber­ 
lin, a short distance away, in a light 
wind. About a dozen aviators were cir­ 
cling the aerodrome at the time Id 
aeroplanes. 


Everything was apparently in good 
order on the airship. She was grad­ 
ually getting up speed when suddenly 
an explosion was heard by those on 
the ground, evidently In one of the 
motors in the centre gondola. A flash 
shot out and the next Instant the en 
tire ship was afire and plunging down­ 
ward. Every inch of canvass covering 
and the balloonets disappeared in a 
moment. 


A second and more violent explosion 
was then heard, the flre having reach­ 
ed the gasoline tanks filled with about 
two tons of liquid fuel. 
Before the 
echoes of the explosion had died down 
the wreck of the most modern of Ger 
many’s dirigibles lay a flaming mass 
on the ground. 


The six inmates of the center gon­ 
dola had been blown through the sides 
of the car by the first explosion and 
their bodies fell a quarter of a mile 
away from the wreck of the balloon, 
which was traveling at forty miles an 
hour when the accident happened. All 
the others, except two, were apparemt 
ly killed by the explosion of the gaso­ 
line tank, and were probably dead be 
fore the wreckage reached the earth. 


The commander and members of the 
admiralty* trial board were seated In 
the officers’ gondola. 
After the flre 
started they were caged inside a net 
work of red-hot girders. 


Two of the crew were alive when 
rescuers reached the wreckage. 
One 
of them, however, died before he was 
extricated. 
The 
other, 
Lieutenant 
Baron von Bleul, was desperately in 
jured. Both his eyes were burned out 
He urged the rescuers to kill him. 


Missing Girl Drowned. 


The body of Miss Mame Heilman, 
w-ho disappeared from the home of 
her aunt, Mrs. Abiel Heilman, in Al 
lentown/Pa., early last Friday morn 
ing, was found in the Lehigh river by 
three employes of a local manufact­ 
urer. 


From the appearance of the body, 
Miss Heilman leaped from the Hamil­ 
ton street bridge and landed in three 
feet of water, fifty feet below. One leg 
was broken and there were many con­ 
tusions. 


The finders will receive a reward of 
$500 offered by her aunt. 


The young woman’s suicide is be 
lieved to be due to melancholia in­ 
duced by a nervous breakdown.

Dr. A. L. Soresi, a. New York sur­ 
geon, who astounded the world at the 
recent medical congress 
in London

to graft the limbs of the dead upon 
the bodies of the living, will resume 
his experiments 
at his New York 
laboratories. 


“So far I have only taken the limbs 
of dogs and grafted them on other 
dogs,“ said he. 
“The work is so new 
that I have to make the instruments 
to use, and that takes time and pa­ 
tience. 


“The dogs on which I have experi­ 
mented are today just as sound as 
though they had been born with the 
limbs grafted on them. 
When work­ 
ing upon the dogs I take one that has 
just died, and immediately graft hi* 
limb to that of a living animal. 
But 
with human subjects that question of 
time is the, most serious.“

from the air to exterminate the popu­ 
lation in the course of a few succeed­ 
ing weeks. Any machine flying over 
the harvest fields might readily sow 
the larvae of such destructive insects 
as would render the next season's food 
supply insufficient, just as the escape 
of a few specimens of a careless en­ 
tomologist has already worked havoc. 
Every naval coaling station could eas­ 
ily be charged with explosive pieces 
of imitation coal, later to produce ef­ 
fects indistinguishable from boiler ex<* 
plosions when unconsciously fed by 
stokers into the furnaces. 


In the face of the existence of such 
weapons as these, is It to be supposed 
that 
a 
really 
up-to-date 
opponent 
would resort to such crude, obvious 
and violent methods as cannon, bay­ 
onets and troops?

Robert Goldsborough, the great grand­ 
father, though educated at Middle Temple 
in London, headed the Maryland Delega­ 
tion in the First and Second Continental 
Congresses that met in Carpenter’s Hall, 
Philadelphia, in 1774 1770, 
IIo voted for 
the Declaration of Independence, July 4, 
1776, but, as the declaration was ordered 
to be engrossed and was not signed until 
August 2, following, a sickness that soon 
proved fatal prevented his being present 
at the time and it was signed for him by 
his successor, Charles Carroll 
Dr. Golds­ 
borough was born at Graceliam, Mary­ 
land, on December 16, 1834, tho 6on of 
Leander W., and Sjjrali Dunken Golds­ 
borough. After crossing the plains with 
an ox team during the emigration to Cal­ 
ifornia in 1853, he returned via Cape 
Horn, the following year and commenced 
the practice of medicine in Hunterstown 
in 1855. 
On March 4th, 1S57, he married 
Miss Mary McC. Neely. She died three 
years later, leaving a daughter, who later 
became Mrs. James F. Bell and is now 
living in Hunterstown. 
Soon after tho 
battle of Ball’s Bluff he entered the Unit­ 
ed States Army at Frederick and served 
with distinction throughout the war. He 
was captured at the Battle of Winchester, 
June 15, 1SU3, by his brother, William, 
who was serving as Major of the Second 
Maryland Infantry, C. S. A., and sent to 
Libby Prison where he was confined until 
the November following. 
Dr. Goldsbor­ 
ough was wounded in the siege of Peters­ 
burg July 1S64, and, being unfit to con­ 
tinue in the service on account of sickness 
contracted in the line of duty, he was as­ 
signed to Lincoln Hospital at Washington 
until August 1865, when he returned to 
Hunterstown, resumed his practice of gen­ 
eral medicine and engaged extensively in 
farming. 
Dr. Goldsborough was a med- 
cal student of the old Dr. Pfeiffer Medical 
College, of this place. 
November 14,1866 
he married Miss Alice E. McCreary, who 
survives with the following children: 
Misses Alice L., and Frances Goldsbor- 
oi^gh, of New York City; Mrs. Neva Gib­ 
son, of Philadelphia; Miss Jennie, Phila­ 
delphia; Miss Katharine, E. W., Charles 
and Nicholas Goldsborough,at home. The 
funeral services were held from his late 
home at 1 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. 
Interment was made in E\^rgreen ceme­ 
tery, Gettysburg, with services conducted 
by Corporal Skelly Post 9, G. A. R., of 
which he was a member.

“ SAVE CHILDREN FIRST! ” 
HEROIC COMMAND OF 
t 
WOMAN IN HOSPITAL 


The Attendant* Rushed Into the Smoke-Filled Room. 
“Don't Bother With 


Me Now!” Cried Mr*. Harris. 


This Magazine, In July, 1907, told 
of a curious tragedy 
in 
France 
in 
which a man was confronted with the 
necessity of sacrificing his two chil­ 
dren if he saved his wife from drown­ 
ing, or seeing his wife die if he saved 
his children, says the Magazine oi 
the New York Sunday World. 


“Which would you do?” the readers 
were asked, and thousands of letters 
came in reply. 
One of th e » , from a 
young 
mother 
twenty-seven 
years 
old, whose name has since become 
known throughout the country in con­ 
nection with another tragedy, has a 
peculiar interest just now. 


Here is the letter, as printed in 
this magazine of August 18, 1907, and 
with it is the 
story 
of what its 
writer did in August, 1913, when con­ 
fronted by as terrifying a crisis as 
human imagination can conceive. 


The Letter. 


•‘In a moment of danger thought 
travels like a flash of lightning, there­ 
fore it would be folly to attem pt to 
say what one would do in the face 
of such a trying situation. 
Pen can­ 
not describe the anguish of heart and 
mind the husband and father must 
sufTer either way. 
But were I the 
wife and mother, in possession of a 
normal state of mind, I would most 
assuredly say, ‘'Save my children/* In 
them are my hopes for future genera­ 
tions, and it is in their power to raise 
an everlasting monument more pre­ 
cious than my life.

THE STORY. 


"Now, don’t call me a heroine,1” 
said Mrs. Sarah G. Harris, in her room 
on the top floor of the Audubon san­ 
itarium. 
The little laugh that ac­ 
companied the admonition was almost 
unbelievable. 
For 
Mrs. Harris is 
the hopeless paralytic who, one year 
ago, startled the whole nation by ap­ 
pealing to the state of New 
York 
to end her life. 


The visitor promised not to call her 
a heroine, but made no guarantee as 
to what the public would say. 


To be exact, it was not her room 
in which the interview occurred. Her 
room was No. 21 on the same floor, 
overlooking St. Nicholas avenue, near 
the corner of One Hundred and Forty- 
ninth street. 
She had been carried 
from that room by two attendants a 
few days before and she will not be 
carried back. 
There is a memory 
connected with Room 21 which she 
does not wish to fecal). 
Even though 
the shutters and window casings are 
replaced and all evidence of the Are 
is removed, Mrs. H arris wilj rest more 
peacefully elsewhere. 


For four eternities, which we on the 
outside call years, Mrs. Harris h a s 
not been able to move hand or foot. 
She cannot even lift to her mouth 
the food which has miraculously kept 
her vital organs from wearing out, 
while the rest of her physical being 
has been practically lifeless. 
Only 
h er mind lives, and a few minutes* 
talk with her is enough to convince 
tiny one that that 
is 
exceptionally 
acute. 


Thought Nothing of Own Safety. 
On a recent day, Mrs. H a m s alone 
in Room 21, heard a cry of "F ire!” on 
th e street four floors below. 
It was 
th e shaft house of tho Catskill aque­ 
duct tunnel which was buruAug, but 
«he had no m eans of knowing that. 
Suddenly t e r room filled with smoke. j 


Then she heard that peculiar 
hiss 
and crackle at the window casings 
which those who have ever passed 
through a fire do not need to have de­ 
scribed. 
In another moment the win­ 
dows cracked with the heat, the in­ 
ner shutters took fire, and, in less 
time than it takes to tell it, flames 
were leaping clear across the room. 


That the sanitarium was burning 
and that every avenue of rescue was 
blocked wrere but natural conclusions. 
And this woman, 
with 
five 
acute 
senses and an active brain, was able 
only to move her head a little w»ay 
from side to side. 


It was only 
a 
few 
moments, of 
course, before the attendants rushed 
in. 
Miss Eede, the head nurse, had 
thought first of all of the patient suf­ 
ferer in Room 21. There was actually 
small danger of the sanitarium burn­ 
ing up, and it was not a hard task to 
carry her to a place of safety. 
But 
the attendants were hardly prepared 
for the greeting they received. 


“Don't bother with me now,” cried 
tho agonized woman. “For God’s sake, 
get those children out!*' 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
* 
Since the shock she gave to the 
world a year ago, Mrs. Harris has 
shrunk from publicity and she made 
light of the incident when she wras 
questioned. 


“Now DON’T call me a heroine." 
she said. 
“It was only the normal 
view for a woman. 
I have lived my 
life. 
My case is utterly beyond hope 
and I am—useless. 
I couldn’t help 
thinking of those three children whose 
lives w»ere still to be lived. 
I thought 
they were in the danger that confront­ 
ed me and I did not know about the 
aqueduct fire until I was moved out 
here/' 


Mrs. Harris Explanation. 


It was then that Mrs. Harris re­ 
called the letter which she had writ­ 
ten to this Magazine six years ago. 


“I don’t know what induced ine to 
take part in that symposium/* she 
said. 
“It is the only case I know of 
where I have written to any publica­ 
tion over my own name. 
I remember 
I was struck by the dilemma the 
World pictured: If a man saw his wvfe 
and his children drowning and ho had 
to sacrifice one or the other that I 
would he save? 
I remember that I 
thought it all over and decided that, 
if I were the wife and in a normal 
state of mind, I would want the chil­ 
dren saved. 
My feelings toward the 
children in the sanitarium seem to 
bear out the guess I made.” 


The visitor longed to ask a leading 
question but he didn’t know how to 
bring it out. Mrs. Harris read his mind 
and saved the situation. 


“Does any one imagine/* she said, 
“that I wanted to be burned alive? 
Yes. I know that one of the papers 
said something like that, but what 
could they have been thinking about? 
'Welcomed the flames?’ Does any nor­ 
mal person believe that any o.ther nor­ 
mal person would be willing to die by 
fire? 
Does any one think that I could 
want a hospital full of people to burn 
up so that I might end my own suf­ 
fering? 
I’m not afraid of death, but*' 
—Mrs. Harris stopped short. 


“Understand/' she added, “I haven't 
changed my opinion in the least con­ 
cerning euthanasia. 
I believe that 
the state should make some humane 
provision so that those who are suffer­ 
ing incurably may end their agonies. 
They tell me that it would lead to 
abuses and that it cannot be allowed. 
But with the proper restrictions, the 


proper commission ought to be able 
to say when an incurable sufferer has 
the right to die. 


Calls Euthanasia Merciful. 


“They kill a horse or a dog out of 
m ercy/’ she added, “and the animal 
cannot give his opinion at all. 
Hut a 
human being condemned by some ac­ 
cident to perpetual helplessness and 
torture, a condition which could never 
be a part of any divine plan, must be 
kept alive to the last possible moment 
even by the use of a tank of oxygen. 
If those who are well could only un­ 
derstand, 1 am sure a merciful law 
would be enacted 
to 
relieve such 
cases.“ 


“And yours,'* was asked. 
But It 
seems impossible to induce Mrs. Har­ 
ris to talk about her own suffering. 
She said she had sent that appeal to 
the press a year ago, when she had an 
attack of the blues brought on by a 
serious operation. She would have re­ 
called it, if she could have done so, 
to avoid publicity. 
Hut the opinions 
expressed were not the result of men­ 
tal depression. 
They were her firm 
convictions and she would not deny 
them 


“They are my opinion still/' she 
said. 
“I believe that the government, 
state or national, should allow* a merci­ 
ful death to those to whom life is 
plainly and irretrievably a torture.” 
Her Strenuous Life. 


The smile came back to Mrs. H arris’ 
face. 
“Death by fire?*' Or drowning? 
Who could have been absurd enough 
toiimagine anything like that? 
When 
I w?as a girl in South Carolina, I went 
through a cyclone and a hurricane un­ 
injured. 
Later I had an exciting ac­ 
cident on the water. After I was mar­ 
ried I was in a railroad wreck and 1 
concluded that I had been threatened 
with everything but fire and a dyna­ 
mite explosion. 
Now I have had the 
fire and the Lord knows I don’t want 
to be blown up with dynamite.’’ 


“Dr. II. W. Lloyd, the owner of this 
sanitarium," she continued, “brought 
me, since I have 
been 
paralyzed, 
through a case of pneumonia with 
complications, which, I believe, would 
have killed an ordinary woman. There 
isn’t a thing that he will not do for 
me and everybody is so kind. W asn’t 
it beautiful of Miss Eede to think of 
me the first of all when the front of 
the building caught fire? 


“I am in possession of the world's 
greatest conquerer/* she added, “the 
love of those who are dearest to me. 
My two children in school in Greene 
county never forget to write to ‘Dear 
Mamma/ and they always ask me 
when I am coming home. 
I know I 
have a love that is given to few wom­ 
en and none of my dear ones would#l 
entertain a suggestion that I am an 
encumbrance. 
Hut—” 


The nurse brought in her supper on 
a 
tray and made ready to lift the 
viands to her mouth, while the cheeri­ 
est of smiles were exchanged between 
them.

cut with the steam shovels. Since th at 
time the workmen have been removing 
the shovels, railroad tracks and other 
machinery necessary to the digging 
work. 
Any dirt taken out of the canal 
nystem from now on will be removed 
with the steam dredges, which will be 
able to cruise from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, groping with their iron hands 
beneath the waters for any rem aining 
obstructions. 


The canal is a lake canal as well as a 
lock canal, the dominating feature be­ 
ing Gatun lake, an artificially created 
body of w ater covering about 104 
square miles In the northern half of 
the portion of the isthums, through 
which the canal passes. 
The channel 
of the canal through the lake is about 
tw ent3r-four miles in length. 
It is in­ 
tended that the surface of the w ater 
In the lake shall be maintained at 
eighty-seven feet above sea level.

bay, which has a bottom width of 500 
feet and extends to Gatun, a distance 
of seven miles, 
Here it will enter a 
series of three locks aad be raised 
eighty-seven feet to the level of the 
lake. 
Steaming through the dredged 
out channel for the lake, it will enter 
the Oulebra c u t 
The channel in the 
lake varies in width from 500 to 1,OUO 
feet. 
After passing through the cut, 
which has a botto 
width of 300 feet, 
the vessel will enter the Pedro Miguel 
lock and be lowered thirty and a half 
feet to Miraflores lukt*. which lias an 
elevation of fifty-four and a half l’eet 
above sea level. 
Passing for a mile 
and a half through the lake, the vessel 
will then enter the two Miraflores locks 
and be lowered to sea level, passing 
out into the Pacific through a channel 
about eight and a half miles in length 
and having a bottom width of 500 feet. 
The w ater in the Culebra cut, as well 
as the approaches in both the Atlantic 
and the Pacific, will be about forty- 
lire feet deep. In Gatun lake the depth 
of the w ater varies from forty-five to 
eighty-five fe e t 
In order to form this gigantic arti- 
1 lake it was necessary to impound 


the w aters of the Chagres river be­ 
hind a big dam. 
This huge barrier, 
called the Gatun dam, is located about 
seven mile« south of Colon at the 
northern end of the lake. It is a mile 
and a half long and nearly half a mile 
wide at its base, about 400 feet wide 
at the w ater surface and about 100 
feet wide at the top, which is about 
105 feet above sea level or twenty 
feet above the normal level of the lake. 
It ts in reality a low ridge uniting the 
high hills on either side of the Ghagres 
valley, so as to convert the valley into 
a huge reservoir. 


No ship will be allowed to pass 
through the locks under its own power. 
Electrically operated towing locomo­ 
tives will be provided for this pur­ 
pose. 
To each ship there will be four 
locomotives, two on either side of the 
bow and two at the stern. The towing 
cables will be attached to the locomo­ 
tives by winding drums, so that it will 
be possible for the cable to be payed 
out or taken in while the locomotive 
is stationary on the tracks. 
Thus the 
big ships will be under absolute con­ 
trol at all times. To further safeguard 
the locks from accident fender chains 
will be stretched across them. These 
chains will be capable of stopping a 
10,000 ton ship running at four knots 
an 
hour within seventy-three feet, 
which is less than the distance that 
will separate the chains from the lock 
gates. 


In addition to this there is a movable 
emergency dam placed at the head bay 
abovfe the upper locks at both ends of 
the Gatun lake.

into place in case of an 'accident and 
stop the flow of w ater from the lake 
into the remainder of the canal. 


The time of transit through the ca­ 
nal for a vessel of the largest type has 
been estimated a t from ten to twelve 
hours, depending on the rate of speed 
maintained in passing through Gatun 
lake, 
It will take an hour and a half 
to send a ship through the three locks 
at Gatun and the same time to pass it 
through the three locks on the Pacific 
end, the Pedro Miguel and the two Mir­ 
aflores locks. 
The feat of raising a 
large ocean going vessel with a full 
cargo aboard eighty-seven feet and 
lowering it to its initial level in the 
space of three hours would have been 
declared impossible a half century 
ago. 
. 
. 


The total cost of the canal, including 
the purchase from the New Panam a 
Canal company (the French combine) 
and the payment to the republic of 
Panama, will closely approach the 
$400,000,000 mark. 
T w o -fifth s of a 
billion dollars to dig q,forty mile ditch! 
This is by far the most costly engineer­ 
ing project in the world, No other en­ 
gineering marvel has cost $10,000,000 
a mile to build, as has the Panam a 
canal. 


Over $15,000,000 of this sum has been 
spent in making the canal zone hab­ 
itable and sanitary. 
At first glance 
this seems to be an enormous amount 
of money to sppnd in cleaning up a 
place in which few people will reside 
permanently, yet the engineers say 
th at the sanitation of the canal zone 
was the chief factor in making the 
canal a reality. 


In the construction of the canal most 
of the manual labor was performed by 
Spaniards, Italians, W est Indians and 
natives of the republic of Panama. To 
them much credit is due, but the ma­ 
jor part of the glory in such a rem ark­ 
able achievement m ust be given to the 
American engineers and to the offi­ 
cials, clerical force, construction men 
and skilled artisans, who were practi­ 
cally all Americans.

dren if he saved his wife from drown- 
ing. or seeing his wife die If he saved 
his' children, says the Magazine oi 
the New York Sunday World, 


"Which would you do?" the readers 
were asked, and thousands of letters 
came in reply. 
One of t h e » , from a 
youn/5 
mother 
twenty-seven 
years 
old, whose name has since become 
known throughout the country in con- 
nection with another tragedy, has a 
peculiar Interest Just now. 


Here is the letter, as printed in 
this magazine of August 18, 1907, and 
with it is the 
story 
of 
what 
its 
writer did in August. 1913, when con- 
fronti^d by as terrifying a crisis as 
human imagination 
can 
conceive. 


The 
Letter. 


"In a moment of danger 
thought 
travels like a flash of lightning, there- 
fore it would be folly to attempt to 
wiy what one would do in the face 
of such a trying situation. 
Pen can- 
not describe the anguish of heart and 
mind the husband and father must 
suffer either way. 
13ut were 1 the 
wife and mother. In possession of a 
normal state of mind, I would most 
assuredly say, "Save my children." In 
them are my hopes for future genera- 
tions, and It is in their power to raise 
an everlasting monument more pre- 
cious than my life.

T H E STORY. 


"Now, don't call me a 
heroine," 
Raid Mrs. Sarah G, Harris, in her room 
on the top floor of the Audubon Ban- 
Jtarium. 
The little laugh that ac- 
companied the admonition was almost 
unbelievable, 
For 
Mrs. Harris 
is 
the hopeless paralytic who. one year 
ago, startled the whole nation by ap- 
pealing to the state of New 
York 
to end her life. 


The visitor promised not to call her 
A heroine, but made no guarantee as 
to what the public would say. 


To be exact, it was not her room 
In which the interview occurred. Her 
room was No. 21 on the same floor, 
overlooking St. Nicholas avenue, near 
the corner of One Hundred and Forty- 
ninth street. 
She had bc-en carried 
from that room by two attendants a 
few days before and she will not be 
carried back. 
There is a memory 
connected with Room 21 which she 
does not wish to recall 
Even though 
the shutters and window casings are 
replaced and all evidence of the Are 
is removed, Mrs. Harris will rest more 
peacefully elsewhere, 


For four eternities, Mhich we on the 
outside call years, Mrs, Harris has 
not been able to move hand or foot. 
She cannot even Jift to her mouth 
the food which has miraculously kept 
her vital organs from wearing out, 
while the rest of her physical being 
has been pmctically lifeless. 
Only 
her mind lives, and a few minutes' 
talk with her is enough to convince 
any one that that 
is 
exceptionally 
acute. 


Thouflht Nothing of Own Safety. 
On a recent day, Mrs. H a m s alone 
in Room 21, heard a cry of "Fire!" on 
Ihe street iour floors below. 
It was 
the shaft bouse of tho C'atJJklll aque- 
duct tunnel which was burv>.ug, but 
«he bad no means of knowing that, 
jjuddenly her room filled with smoke.' 


Then she heard that peculiar 
hiss 
and crackle at the window 
casings 
which those who have ever passed 
through a fire do not need to have de- 
scribed. 
In another moment the win- 
dows cracked with the heat, the in- 
ner shutters took fire, and, in less 
time than it takes to tell it. 
flames 
were leaping clear across the room. 


That the sanitarium was burning 
and that every avenue of rescue was 
blocked were but natural conclusions. 
And this woman, 
with 
five 
acute 
senses and an active brain, was able 
only to move her head a little way 
from side to side. 


It was only 
a 
few 
moments, of 
course, before the attendants rushed 
in. 
Miss Eede, the head nurse, had 
thought first of all of the patient suf- 
ferer In Room 21. There was actually 
small danger of the sanitarium burn- 
ing up, and it was not a hard task to 
carry her to a place of safety. 
But 
the attendants were hardly prepared 
for the greeting they received. 


"Don't bother with me now," cried 
tho agonized woman. "For God's sake, 
get those children out!" 


Since ihe shock she gave to the 
world a year ago, Mrs, Harris has 
shrunk from publicity and she made 
light of the incident when she was 
questioned. 


"Now DON'T call me a 
heroine." 
she said. 
"It was only the normal 
view for a woman. 
I have lived my 
life. 
My case is utterly beyond hope 
and I am—useless, 
I couldn't help 
thinking of those three children whose 
lives were still to be lived. 
I thought 
they were in the danger that confronts 
ed me and I did not know about the 
aqueduct fire until I was moved out 
hero." 


Mrs, Harris 
Explanation. 


It was then that Mrs. Harris re- 
called the letter which she had writ- 
ten to this Magazine six years ago. 


"I don't know what induced me to 
take part in that symposium," she 
said. 
"It is tho only case I know of 
where I have written to any publica- 
tion over my own name. 
I remember 
I Mas struck by the dilemma 
the 
World pictured: If a man saw his wiSe 
and his children drowning and ho had 
to sacrifice one or the other that I 
would he save? 
I remember that 1 
thought it all over and decided that, 
if I were the wife and in a normal 
state of mind. I would want Ihe chil- 
dren saved. 
My feelings toward the 
children in the sanitarium seem 
to 
bear out tho guess I made." 


The visitor longed to ask a leading 
question but he didn't know how to 
bring it out. Mrs. Harris read his mind 
and saved the situation. 


"Does any one imagine/' she said, 
"that I wanted to bo burned alive? 
Yes. I know that one of the papers 
said something like that, but 
m hat 
could they have been thinking about? 
•Welcomed tho flames?' Does any nor- 
mal person believe that any o.ther nor- 
mal person would be willing to dio by 
fire? 
Does any one think that 1 could 
want a hospital full of people to burn 
up so that I might end my own suf- 
fering? 
Tm not afraid of death, but" 
—Mrs. Harris stopped short. 


"Understand," she added, "I haven't 
changed my opinion in the least con- 
cerning euthanasia. 
I believe 
that 
the state should make some humane 
provision so that those v»'ho are suffer- 
ing incurably may end their agonies. 
They tell me that it would lead to 
abuses and that it cannot be allowed. 
But with the proper restrictions, the 


proper commission ought to be a Olí 
to say when an incurable sufferer hafe 
the rinht to die. 


Calls Euthanasia Merciful. 


"Thoy kill a horse or a dog out of 
mercy," she added, "and the animal 
cannot give his opinion at all. 
But a 
human being condemned by some ac- 
cident to perpetual helplessness and 
torture, a condition which could never 
be a part of any divine plan, must be 
kept alive to the last possible moment 
even by the use of a tank of oxygen. 
If those who are well could only un 
derstand, 1 am sure a merciful law 
would 
be 
enacted 
to 
relieve 
such 
cases." 


"And yours," was asked. 
But It 
seems impossible to induce Mrs. Har- 
ris to talk about her own suffering. 
She said she had sent that appeal to 
the press a year ago, when she had an 
attack of the blues brought on by a 
serious operation. 
She would have re- 
called it. if she could have done so. 
to avoid publicity. 
But the opinions 
expressed were not the result of men 
tal depression. 
They were her firm 
convictions and she would not deny 
them 


"They are my opinion still," she 
said. 
"I believe that the government, 
state or national, should allow a merci- 
ful death to those to whom lifö is 
plainly and irretrievably a torture. 


Her Strenuous Life. 


The smile came back to Mrs. Harris' 
face. 
"Death by fire?*' Or drowning? 
Who could have been absurd enough 
to .imagine anything like that? 
When 
I was a girl in South Carolina, I went 
through a cyclone and a hurricane un- 
injured. 
Later I had an exciting ac- 
cident on the water. After I was mar- 
ried I was in a railroad wreck and 1 
concluded that I had been threafened 
with everything but fire and a dyna- 
mite explosion. 
Now I have had the 
fire and the Lord knows I don't want 
to be blown up with dynamite." 


"Dr. II. W. Lloyd, the owner of this 
sanitarium," she continued, "brought 
me. since I have 
been 
paralyzed, 
through a case of pneumonia 
with 
complications, which, I believe, would 
have killed an ordinary woman. There 
Isn't a thing that he will not do for 
me and everybody is so kind. 
Wasn't 
it beautiful of Miss Eede to think of 
me the first of all when the front of 
the building caught fire? 


"I am in possession of the world's 
greatest conquerer," she added, "the 
love of those who are dearest to me. 
My two children in school in Greene 
coimty never forget to write to 'Dear 
Mamma,' 
and they 
always ask 
me 
when I am coming home. 
I know I 
have a love that is given to few wom- 
en and none of my dear ones would, 
entertain a suggestion that I am an 
encumbrance. 
But—" 


The nurse brought in her supper on 
a 
tray and made ready to lift the 
viands to her mouth, while the cheeri- 
est of smiles were exchanged between 
them.

and

When done keep hot whll» 
boiling up the liquid In the pan, add- 
ing a little browned fionr for color, a. 
teaspoonful of kitchen

and

Creamed Scalloped Fish.—Boil

onion cut in pieces

Cook together a tablespoon- 
ful each of flour and butter and pour 
over the hot milk. Then add a cup of 
flaked cold fish, either boiled or baked. 
Put into small dishes and cover with 
crumbs well buttered, then bake until 
the crumbs are brown.

ITH the dynamiting of Gam- 
boa dike the last link in the 
Panama canal has been forg- 
ed and the United 
States 
has virtually oouipleted the Ri^eatost 
feat of modern times. 
Although tons 
of earth will still block the waterway, 
the reraaiulng 
work 
will 
be 
mere 
child's play compared with the her- 
culean feats which have already been 
performed. Thus the Americans have 
completed in nine years the task which 
bafllod the French after as many years 
of work. 


It was n month ago that the last 
bit of rock was taken out of Oulebra

cut with the steam shovels. Since that 
time the workmen have been removing 
the shovels, railroad tracks and other 
machinery necessary to the digging 
work. Any dirt taken out of the canal 
•ystem from now on will be removed 
with the steam dredges, which will be 
able to cruise from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, groping with their iron bands 
beneath the waters for any remaining 
obstructions. 


The canal is a lake canal as well as a 
lock canal, the dominating feature be- 
ing Gatun lake, an artificially created 
body of water covering about 164 
SQuai^ miles in the northern half of 
the i)ortlon of the Isthums, through 
which the canal passes. The channel 
of the canal through the lake Is about 
twenty-four miles in length. 
It is in- 
tended that the surface of the water 
In the lake shall be maintained at 
eighty-seven feet above sea level. 


In passing through the canal from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific a vessel will 
enter the approach channel In LImon

bay, which has a bottom width of 500 
feet and extends to Gatun, a distance 
of seven miles. 
Here it will enter a 
series of three locks aad be raised 
eighty-seven feet to the level of the 
lake. 
Steaming through the dredged 
out channel for the lake, it will enter 
the Oulebra cut 
The channel in the 
lake varies in width from 500 to 1,OUO 
feet. 
After passing through the cut, 
which has a botto 
width of 300 feet, 
the vessel will enter the Pedro Miguel 
lock and be lowered tJiirty and tx Ijulf 
feet to Miraflores laki*. which Inis an 
elevation of fifty-four and a half feet 
above sea level. 
Passing for a mile 
and a half through the lake, the vessel 
will then enter the two Miraflores locks 
and be lowered to sea level, passing 
out into the Pacific through a channel 
about eight and a half miles in length 
and having a bottom width of 500 feet.

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the waters of the Ohngres river be- 
hind a big dam. 
This huge barrier, 
called the Gatun dam, is located about 
seven milo« south of Colon at the 
northern end of the lake. It Is a mile 
and a half long and nearly half a mile 
wide at its base, about 400 feet wide 
at the water surface and about 100 
feet Avide at the top. which is about 
105 feet above sea level or twenty 
foot above the normal level of the lake. 
It ts In reality a low ridge uniting the 
high hills on either side of the Ohagres 
valley, so as to convert the valley into 
a huge reservoir. 


No ship will be allowed to pass 
through the locks under its own power. 
Electrically operated towing locomo- 
tives will be provldwl for this pur- 
pose. To each shii) there will be four 
locomotives, two on cither side of the 
bow and two at the stern. The towing 
cables will be attached to the locomo- 
tives by winding drums, so that it will 
be possible for the cable to be payed 
out or taken In while the locomotive 
is stationaiw on the tracks.

into place in case of an "accident and 
stop the flow of water from the lake 
into the remainder of the canal. 


The time of transit through the ca- 
nal for a vessel of the largest type has 
been estimated at from ten to twelve 
hours, depending on the rate of speed 
maintained in passing through Gatun 
lake. 
It will take an hour and a half 
to send a ship through the three locks 
at Gatun and the same time to pass it 
through the three locks on the Pacifle 
end, the Pedro Miguel and the two Mir- 
aflores locks. 
The feat of raising a 
large ocean going vessel with a full 
cargo aboard eighty-seven feet and 
lowering it to Its initial level in the 
space of three liour^s would have been 
declared iinpossiblo a half 
century 
ago. 
, 


The total cost of the canal, including 
the purchase from the New Panamw 
Canal company (the LYench combine) 
and the paymejit to the reimblic of 
Pananm, will closely aijproach the 
$ 4 0 0 , 0 0 0 , m a r k . 
Two--flfths of a 
billion dollars to dig i} forty mile ditch! 
This is by far the most costly engineer- 
ing project in the world, No other en- 
gineering marvel has cost $10,000,000 
a mile to build, as has the Panama 
canal. 


Over $15.000,000 of this sum has been 
spent in making the canal zone hab- 
itable and sanitary. 
At first glance 
this seems to be an enormous amount 
of money to sp^nd in cleaning up a 
place in which few people will reside 
permanently, yet the engineers say 
that the sanitation of the canal zone 
was the chief factor in making the 
canal a reality. 


In the construction of the canal most 
of the manual labor was performed by 
Spaniards. Italians, West Indians and 
natives of the republic of Panama. To 
them much credit is due, but the ma- 
jor part of the glorj' in such a remark- 
able achievement must be given to the 
American ejigineers and to the offl- 
dals, clerical force, consti'uction men 
and sldlled artisans, who were practi- 
cally all Americans. 


The Panama canal has been a big 
undertaking and has developed some 
big men, chief among them being Colo- 
Bel Q. W. Goethals, whQ is known mb

A CONCURRENT RESOLUTION. 


Proposing nn amendment to section three 
of arUcle eight of the Constitution of 
Pennsylvania. 
Section I. Bo It resolved by the House 
of Representatives of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania (If the Senate concur). 
That iho following Is proposed as an 
amendment 
to the Constitution of
